In every town in Kentucky of any size, except Paris, the 
vagrancy law is being enforced vigorously. To the square 
inch, we venture the assertion, that there are more vagrants in 
this'community than in any of these surroundiug towns in which 
they are going after them with such a vengeance. Why, only a 
few weeks ago the farmers of this county were compelled to send 
agents to surrounding towns for hands to brake their hemp. In 
our hackling houses here you will find negroes from Fayette, 
Woodford, Scott, Clark and Boyle counties. Now, why is this? 
It is simply because you cannot hire the men here to do the work 
for love or money. It is certainly not the scarcity of laborers, 
for what community under the sun can boast of more negro men 
than this? Why should this law bejallowed to be a dead one in 
this county? It is only a breeder of crime in any. town or 
county where this vagrancy law is entirely ignored by the 
officials like it is here. We trust that some faithful official will 
make a move on these worthless vagrants ; if you do, you will 
have the respect and esteem of all law abiding citizens of this 
community. 



One of the most dangerous and disgraceful places in our 
town, especially on Saturday nights, is an alleyway on Eighth 
street, between Main and High. Citizens who are compelled to 
pass this place State that their lives are in danger every time 
they pass it afte? dark. It is a rendezvous for the lowest and 
toughest element of our town, both black and white. Such 
places as this and the manner in which a number of other 
“joints” are conducted just now, more offensive perhaps on 
Sunday than any other day, are the causes that precipitates local 
option fights. This is only a gentle reminder, but we want to tell 
you, if things ain’t changed a little in this ’burg from the way 
they are running at present, you # are going to have a local option 
fight here that will shake the roofs over your heads. A word to 
the wise should be sufficient. 



We have heard expressions from a number of leading citi- 
zens in favor of the City Council raising the salary of the next 
Mayor from $300 to $1,000. Also for a salary to be fixed for 
the Councilmen. Their argument was that by doing this you 
could find men to run for these offices that would attend to them 
without any pecuniary loss, and take some interest in things in 
general. We, of course, mean no reflection whatever on our 
present Mayar or Councilmen, we are only giving the opinions 
of a large number of people who are talking just at this time. Ir 
is the opinion of the News, however, that the money paid to the 
officers mentioned would be a good investment, and would re- 
dound to great good and benefit to the city of Paris.
